As the effects of the 1936 drouth recede 
into the past, larger and larger supplies of 
pork, lard, milk, butter, eggs and poultry 
are being marketed. Unless industrial em- 
ployment takes a phenomenal upward turn, 
or the government adopts remedial meas- 
ures, prices of these commodities seem cer- 
tain to go down within the coming year.... 


In such circumstances, if the producers 
of these commodities are to he spared a 
repetition of 1932, either the supplies coming 
to the market will have to be drastically 
restricted or else the government will have 
to find ways of subsidizing consumption by 
those who now, for lack of adequate pur- 
chasing power, must go without. 


I believe that farmers, middlemen and 
consumers would all prefer to see the agri- 
cultural abundance put to use. Subsidized 
consumption would improve the health of 
millions of families now undernourished, it 
would be the surest means of maintaining 
producers’ income, and it would help busi- 
ness directly, by increasing the volume of 
farm products handled, and, indirectly, by 
helping farm buying power. — Henry A. 
Wallace.

Plant Plenty of Good Seed, Inoculate and Watch

PPARENTLY, the 1939 crop sea-

ment report on planting intentions 
shows a further increase of about 12 
per cent in the bean acreage over 
the record 1938 total. In Illinois, the 
nation’s largest bean-growing state,

Small Combine Popular 


For another thing, farmers are 
gradually learning how to handle the 
beans to best advantage. In this con- 
nection, the small combine has 
to be an important factor. It is ideal- 
ly fitted for soybeans, and largely 
eliminates the handling loss of grain 
that occurs with the regular thresh- 
ing method. It leaves the bean straw 
out on the land so that the net drain 
of plant food from the soil is at a 
minimum. 

Yet a third factor in the stimula- 
tion of bean acreage is the steady in- 
crease in milling capacity. There are 
already crushing plants in Iowa suf- 
ficient to handle double the entire 
grain production of the state in any 
recent year, and a new plant is sched- 
uled to be set up at Des Moine

5. Don’t plant too deeply; two 
inches is enough. 


To keep ahead of the weeds, first 
do a good job of preparing the seed- 
bed. Cover up all trash by plowing. 
Disk the ground thoroly just before 
planting; too many growers get in 
such a hurry to begin planting right 
after the corn is in that they neglect 
disking. 

Go over the ground with a harrow 
a few days after planting and before 
the bean plants appear. In particular, 
use the harrow to break up any sur- 
face crust that forms after a rain 
and that may hinder emergence of 
the beans. 

Harrow a third time, going cross- 
wise of the rows, when the beans 
have their second set of two leaves. 
Repeat the operation, with the rows 
as more weed seedlings 
parent.

Drive Against Rats 

A drive against rats on Iowa farms 
was begun week in a series of 
district meetings for county agents 
and others, conducted by George 
Decker and H. D. Tate, of lowa State 
College. Various methods of rat kill- 
ing were demonstrated and explained 
and plans were made tentatively for 
a general sti rat drive by in- 
dividual farmers in late May. Pre- 
ceding the general drive, county 
agents will hold neighborhood meet- 
ings at which farmers may get in- 
struction on mixing poisons and gas 
sing rat dens.

this bait is to wrap a scant 
teaspoonful in a piece of tissue paper. 
Rats seem to take the poison better 
if they are obliged to gnaw thru the 
paper for it. 

The drawback to barium carbonate 
is the fact that it is also poisonous 
to cats, dogs and other farm animals. 
Thus, it must be used with care, The 
college workers recommend locking 
up those animals at night before the 
bait is put out in the rat runways. 
Then gather up the pieces of paper 
in the morning before the animals 
are released. 

Red squill, of course, is another 
leading rat poison, used at the rate 
of one ounce to one pound of bait, 
meat, apples and carrots. It 
is a good plan first to put out sev- 
eral different kinds of unpoisoned 
bait, wrapped in paper, to determine 
which kind the rats like best. 

Give the rats good dose of 
poison on a single night, then lay off 
a couple of weeks and administer a 
second dose. Rats become suspicious 
of too frequent distribution of poison 
bait, particularly of red squill, be

I have never had 
much respect for seratch feed for 
chicks. It is full of weed seed, for 
one thing. There is apt to be good 
start on buffalo burs and Russian 
thistles in the vard where it is fed. 


In the old days, chicks would often 
thrive when kept in a leaky coop and 


fed on cornmeal and water alone. 
Cornmeal and water are all right, 
but chicks need more than that to 
round out their diet. Diseases are 
so prevalent among chickens now, 
we can’t hope to find the raising of 
chickens anything but work 


Admits Air From Top 


The windows in two of the brooder 
houses I have seen recently are made 
to let the air in at the top. The win- 
dows hinge at the bottom and _ pull 
back and rest in certain notches, de- 
pending on the amount of ventilation 
wanted It keeps the wind from 
blowing on the chicker
